ASTIANT^S BACKGROIJND 

2< I am a S ^nLor Special Agent of ite United States Department df Commerce, Office of Export 
Enforcement. I have been g. Special Agent -with ths Department of Coimxierce, Office of Export 
Enforcement for over fifteen years. Ih the oomse of my duties y I ^ responsible for iijyestigatmg 
violations of laws relating to the export of controllBd comtnoditie^ and tedmology from the United 
States, as ©stabH^hedby the Export Admioistration- Act (EAA) of 1979, as amcaided, SOU.S.CjApp. 
2401, ^t seq., and it*s implementing regulatjqne, the Export Administralion Regulations (EAR), 15 
CJFX Part^ 730 and 744. While the EAA expired on August 23, 19H Executive Owlet 129^4^ 59 
Federal Registear 43437, A-ugnst 2i, 1994 oontinned tbe EAR in effect under the hit^jmational 
Emergency Bconcmic Powers Act (ffiEPA) , 50 U.S.C. 1701- 1706J 

3 . Prior to my position as a Special Agent with the United States D^artm^t of Commerce, C)ffice 
of ETCport Enforo^ent^ I was employed as a Special Agent with the United States Departm^t of 
the Treasury, United States Cnstonxs S^vio^ for approKim^d.y two years. As a Special Agent with 
the United States Oi^tgms Service I ^^ responsible for i^vestigatrng violations of laws relating to 
the iihporfc^on of illegd drugs and the illegal export of U.S- mihtaty commodities and technology. 

4. Prior to my position as a Special Agent with the United States Ct^toms Service, I w^s employed 
as a Special Agent with the United States Department of Justice, Drug Enfbicement Admbi^tration, 
for approximately five years. As a Sp^id Agent vrith Drug Enforcement AdministratiotL J. was 
r«srpoj3t$ibIe &r iavegtigatmg violations of the United States drug laws. 

5. I hav^ personally participated in this investigation and have i^itae^sed m^y of the facts and

Th9 statements 
contained in this affidavit are based onmy owi ob^esrvations^ witness interviews^ document xeviews, 
and reliable inforinatioii provided to me by other law enforccaneat oflfidals, Thi$ affidavit is being 
subjHitted Jbr the purpose of obtdmng a airest warrant I am setti^ig forth only those fact^ ajid 
qircumstanees xiecessaiy to establish probable cause for the issuance of the requested aire^ waixant. 



SUMMARY OF INVESTIGATION 

6. I submit feat the facts set forth in the afSdavit estabUsh^ 

a. On Taauary 1 5, 1 999, Yuri L Montgomery, was convicted in ffie United States District Court in 
the District of Columbia forviolationstheEAA and 1EEPA(50US-^ App.2401 andSOUS.C, 
l70 1-1706) respectiyely. The Export Administration Regulations (EAR) aJlOTra the Department of 
Commeice to issue a Chfdei De^^yitig Export I'rivileges which prohibits any person ot entity prom 
paiticipating in the export horn the United States of any ton^moditiea or tedaiiology subject to the 
EAR. Section 766,25 of the EAR states that an order can be issned agaiost a person oar ^Rttt^lhat 
has been convicted of a criminal violation of the EAA or BEPA. On September 11 ^ 2000, to Order 
Denying Export Privileges was issued by the U,S. Department of Cojimierce, Director of ECTOrta^ 
Services denying export privileges to Yuri Montgomay until Jannaiy 15, 2009. (Attachmem A) 
This Order prbhibits MontgDmeiy frmi participating in any capacity in the export &am the United 
States, without written authorization fom the United States Department Comitierce^ Offi^ of 
Ejcport^ Services. More specifically, the Older Denying Export Privileges ckaxly states that he may 
not finance, direfit or otherwise participate in. theae typee of transactions involving exports from the 
United Stales without written approval from the Department of Commerce. A geaidi of the 
Department of Coirroerce, Office of Exporter Serviced, r&veded that Yvsi I Montgom^had not 
apphed for or received any sueh authoriaatian- 

b . Xafoimation developed during ftie course of fliis inveSigation indicate? that about an orbet ween 
July 2002; and on or about October 2003, Ynri t Montgomery, acting as the 'TT.S. represent^ve" 
for Micei International, with an offica located at 3912 10th Place West, Seattle, Washin^on, 
financed and directed eleven exports , and one attempted escpbrt fiom the United States of 
cqmniQdities subjecl: to the BAR, 

c. A review of xeoords relating to the eleven illegal eKpoits and one attempted illegal eq)Ort 
Committed by Yuri Montgomery revealed that on each occa^ionMontgomeiy infoimed the supphers 
of the §3ods tha£ he was the *V,S. representative'* forMcsi Ihtemational in Ma^edoxiia. In e-niails 
^changed between Montgomery and these firms he (Montgonaery) also frequently listed his home 
address 2912 10*** Place West, Seattle, WasbitLgton, a^ the U.S. operations office for i^icd 
Jntemational, Mdntgotuery also made it dear in these e-mails that he was acting on behalf of and 
with the full authorization of Micd International located in Skc^je,; Macedonia Micei titemadonal 
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was copied on several of these e^-mailfi, 



d. A re^'iew of c^redit card records peitaimng to Yuri L Montgomery's indicates that a VIS^. card 
in the name of Yuri L Montgomery tvas used to pay for all of the abov© mentioned exports mk owe 
attempted export. Documents obtained duriTig tibie cbiirse of this investigation also revealed "Ehat 
MoJitgomcxy stated iry seveiral ^m^ils sent to vaiiows ccKcnpanifiS he ptircha^ed items fiom^ that he 
was the ** U, S . representative " for Micei Intematii^al; 

e. ~ In on or about July, 2003 ^ Montgomery exchanged a series of e-mails and telephone 
conversations witii represesntatives of Range Systems Inc. located iti Ne?W Hope, Minnesota, During 
these comm"umcation$ Montgomery lequestad iixformation relating to the purchase of two Gtiardi^n 
Hrearms aearing Units. Montgomery infonned Range Systems that he was the U.S, Operations 
Manager for Mitel International in Macedonia, Montgomery described Mice} as a supplier of jJolice 
23yd military items with over twenty retail outlets in Eiirope, Aocioiding tq Montgomery the two 
guardian clearmg units, which were to be ei^orted toMicei International in Macedonia^ were tha 
first part of a much laiger order. On JulylSj 2003 the: guardian clearing devices wegre eospoit^d to 
Micei IhtemationaJ in Macedonia Under authority of the U.S. Department of Commerce license 
exception No License Required (NLR), Montgoinery'ls actions in this matter were m violation of 
the terms of his Order Denying Export Privileges. 

C On or about October 8, 2003, Montgomery sent an e-mail to Gall's Incorporated located in 
Lexington, Kentucky, The e-mail sent fay Montgomery brdi^^ from Gall's Incorporated a shipment 
of police uniform pants and shirts which were to be exported to Micei Intemattonal in MacedWa. 
Montgomery requested that this order be charged to his Visa credit card and instri^cted thai the 
freight sh oold be exported by Khuene & Nagel Shipping in Hebron^ Kentucky. After this ordei was 
delivered tp the freight company j, the affiant was ijjfomied of this p^ding export and instructed the 
shipping company that the frei^t should be detaiinedias ^ attempted illegal Hcpori by a "denied 
person." After detaining the shipment the affiant notified Gair^iincotporated and spoke wfh a 
represeatati ve of Gall [ s IhtemationaL The representaitive irdformedi the affiant that it had personally 
dealt with Yuri Mdiitgom^ on this ^pment as well ^ several: others. Accordi;ag the wItnesS;, 
Montgomery would communicate with it via telephone and e-mail ^ that he (Montgomery) aJways 
identified tiimself 35 the *tJ.S. repr^eentative" for Micei Ihtemational in Macedonia. 



shipment had been detmned, 
placed a telephone call to Mr, Steve Perry Air Export: Manager &r Khxt^Q & Nagel Shipping in 
Hebron, Kentucky. Dtdng Ihis telephone conversation Montgomery r^ortedly asked Mr. Petiy to 
falsify a U.S, Department of Commerce Shipper'^ Export Declaration by removing any reference 
to Micei International in Macedonia and to ship the goods fo Ekopafc Ltd in Vienna^ Angdria. Mr, 
perry refused Montgomery* s request and advised him that the goods could not be removed until they 
were released by the goy^wment. MontgDmery's actions in this matter were in violation of his Order 
Denying Esqport fiivileges„

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h. Duricig an interview ^tli United States Department of Conimeiroe ixivestigators, Montgomeiy 
)f ^ieircd dOc^innents provided to Iiim fay the iiiv0$tig^tors relatiag to the ejevisn exports and one 
attempted sxpoit. Aflex r^ewing th* donumetitE Mcnltgonieiy statbd thai he had m fa^t ordeijed all 
of the commodities in qnsstioii, paid fofr them, and arranged for theix sHpinent to a freight company 
for expoit to Mioei IntsmationBl in Macedonia.. Abcoiding tq Montgameiy, he would receivs 
orders from Micei Intem^tioiial at H3 residence at 2912 1 Otii ?l^o West, Seattle, Wa^hingtqn, by 
fex, emdl or by telephone. Montgomeiry Wonld tj^m je-maa tfefi suppliers for pricing and delivery 
infonnation. Thm infomution woiJid be e-mailed or faSed to Micei hitemationai and when approval 
was reed ved^ Montgomery would email the suppliers and order tJia commodities in question. 
Several of the e-mail^ sent by Montgpmery to the suppHers of theae goods, requested that a oopy of 
Jhe invoices for the exports be 3^t to Mitei Mematipnal* s U.S. :Operations OfSce located 
aboye-itientioned address.

i. In July, 2004, a search wairmt was «3gcecuted at Montgomeryf s reaidenoe located at 2912 10*'' 
Place West, Seattle, WasMngtcra, which resulted hi the sea^ure of nraierous documents as >ve^ as a 
mirror image of Montgomery's compute hard drive. A review cff; the seized records and mmputer 
files r^eal^ that on two occasions between on or about July 30, 2001 and onor about Octot er 1 5, 
2001^ MfflCitgomery exported computer equipment ito the United Kingdom, A gegtch of U,S. 
Depitment of Commerce records revealed ihat MonJigomery MM to receive prior aiithorieation 
^om tihe Depaitraient of Commeroe for these scpoits. Montgomery's actions relating to 
shipments violated the Order Denymg Bxpoit Privileges as well is th? terms of his ptobatixia

j . Also recovered from Montgomery's residence pursuant to the execution of the search waaant 
referred to above, was agopyof the September 11, 2000, Order Denymg Export Privileges, and two 
letters to William Reinsch, Undersecretary for ExpoH Admimstration dated October 24, 200p, and 
October 5 1 , 2000, requesting that Moiitgomeiy's export privileges be reinstated and a secon4 iettfef 
to William' Reinsoh, Undersecretary for Export Administration. The Order Denymg Export 
Privileges clearly explained the restrictions imposed on Montgomery by the Department of 
Gommeroe, Botij of his requests were denied. 



EXPORT LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

The EAR projjibit any persoR from exporttag or caiismg to be expeated from the Uoited 
Statas aay controlled commodity without ihaymg first obtained a validated expoit license 
from tlis United States Dqjaitment of Commwe, Pnisiiant to 15C.F.R, §764.2(ai), "No 
person may engage in any conduct proliibitediby or contrary to ... the BAA, the EAR, br any 
order, license, or authorization: issiied Uierernida:." Iri addition, for pinposes of theJEAH, 
items subject to the EAR that will transit or.be transshipped through a conntiy w oountiies 
to a nijiW countcy are deemed to be exports to; the new country. Seg 15 C.F.R. § 734.Z(b).
